QoETTAii, Jiily 31.— Theoe is no news 
direct from Candahar. Native accounts 
do not describe Gen. Burrows' defeat as 
crushing. They stato that: ,^he British 
cavalry and artillery were lured by the 
enemy's cavalry feigning retreat into an 
ambuscade, where Ayoob's army attacked 
them, inflicting a severe loss, Gen. Bur- 
rows' whole force then retreated. These 
particulars require confirmation. Tiio 
forces retreating f roiii the Rhaman and 
Dubrai posts have been relieved from Cho- 
manchnki, 

London, .-Vug. 3.— Tho Tlnu's has the 
following from Candahar, Augu.st 2: On 
the moi-ning of ' July; 27, Gen. Burrows 
engaged'.-^Iyoob Khan's force of 12,000

Burrow.i was repulsed and forced to re- 
treat to Onndahar. Tho British loss was 
20 ofiicera, 4000 Europeans and COO na- 
tives killed, and, missing, . .most of, the 
losses occurring in retreat.

Burrows' having boon 
outgeneraled, and tho battle of Phushki 
Nahkub will probably bo hereafter cited 
as one more inst.ance of the story — old as 
British itself— of a gallant army being 
ruined by the, infatuatipn ;;and ii\oom- 
potency of its leaclers'jind ^tlie treachery' 
of its allies, .ns there can be little doubt 
the Wall's cavalry wont over to the enemy. 

The Standard's Bombay correspondent 
telegraphs that tho battlu between Gen- 
eral Burrows' force and the .Afghans is 
said to havo been well contested. Tho 
British cavalry and artillei-y were badly 
cut up at thej.commencoment of the fight, 
but the infantry inflicted such heavy loss 
on Ayoob Khan that he has not ventured 
to advance upon Candahar. 

Tho viceroy of India telegraphed on 
Sunday that Ayoob Khan did not follow 
up the British retreat. ' General Burrows' 
force has arrived at Candahar. When tho 
messenger loft Ayoob Kahu w.as encamo- 
ed whore the action was fought.
